The  1 982  convention  is  now  history. 
Those  of  you  who  did  not  get  to 
attend  missed  a  good  convention  and 
show.  I  did  not  get  to  attend  much  of 
the  bourse  due  to  meetings  and 
judging.,  which  reminds  me  of  one  of 
my  favorite  subjects. 

The  secretary  released  the  latest 
figures  on  the  membership  as  of  the 
convention  date.  We  have  some  1 . 1 50 
members  and  only  17  of  them  are 
juniors.  Of  this,  only  1 .4%  of  the  entire 
membership,  we  had  three  exhibits 
from  juniors.  Last  month  I  received  a 
letter  from  Nela  Runkle,  District  XI 
governor,  and  she  gave  several  good 
pointers  on  how  to  gain  and  keep  the 
juniors.

I  will  be  happy  to 
pay  the  first  10  to  25  new  junior 
members  into  TNA  for  this.  But  they 
must  start  to  work  and  show  us  that 
they  can  and  will  be  a  productive 
member. 

Another  thing  is  an  old  subject.  We 
in  the  TNA  need  a  good  pool  of  judges 
for  the  exhibits.  You,  the  governors, 
have  much  contact  with  the  clubs. 
There  must  be  many  out  there  who  are 
extremely  knowledgable  on  a  certain 
area.  The  particular  area  is  not  impor¬ 
tant.  1  am  not  talking  about  names 


and  personalities;  just  men  and 
women  who  know  and  are  willing  to 
impart  that  knowledge  to  those  of  us 
who  want  to  learn.  The  ANA  has  a 
pool  of  judges  who  are  well  informed 
in  one,  two  or  three  areas.  These 
judges  are  called  upon  each  year  to 
fill  that  need.  We  in  TNA  now  have  a 
need.  At  this  moment  I  am  calling  on 
anyone  who  wants  to  fill  this  vacuum. 
It  may  be  that  you  personally  want  to 
volunteer  or  may  want  to  "snitch"  on 
some  one  eise  who  has  the  capabilities. 
Just  drop  me  a  short  note  and  I'll  carry 
the  ball  from  there  This  invitation  is 
not  limited  to  the  governors,  it  is 
meant  for  all  of  the  TNA  members 
who  have  an  interest  in  this  area.

Of  Mutilated  &  Uncurrent  Coins 

Donna  Pope.  Director  of  the  U.S. 
Mint,  announced  that  the  function  of 
redeeming  uncurrent  and  mutilated 
coins  is  in  the  process  of  being 
transferred  from  the  U.S.  Assay  Office. 
New  York.  N.Y.  to  the  U.S.  Mint. 
Philadelphia,  Penn. 

Treasury  regulations  governing  re¬ 
demption  policies  and  methods  are 
undergoing  revision  and  are  expected 
to  be  publised  in  the  Federal  Register 
Persons  wishing  to  redeem  mutilatec 
coins  during  the  transition  perioa 
may  transmit  them  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  U.S.  Mint.  Philadelphia, 
Penn..  19106.  Until  the  program  be¬ 
comes  fully  operational,  delays  of 
several  months  in  redemption  may  be 
expected. 

The  mint  defines  mutilated  coins  as 
coins  which  have  been  subjected  to 
fires  or  physical  damage.  Uncurrent 
coins  are  coins  which  are  too  worn  to 
be  of  service.  In  accordance  with 
existing  regulations  uncurrent  coins 
will  continue  to  be  redeemed  by 
Federal  Reserve  banks  and  branches.
